,BERLIN, April 1, (Associated: Press. )- 
—Gambling has so incréased since the 
armistice that the widest. opportunity. 
and license are not sufficient to satisfy 
the: passion of residents of Berlin, who 
have.taken to playing games of chance, 
even roulette, in the open streets in cer- 
tain sections of the city. 

The police say they are unable legally 
to ‘prevent gaming~clubs from operating 
as long as the weak membership .regula- 
tions are observed. It is said to be a 
fact that the police cannot stop games 
in the public streets. é 

A few weeks ago it was common for 
the police to make eight or ten arrests 
for gambling daily, but it has increased 
by leaps and bounds until certain streets 
are lined with tables edge to edge. The’ 
bets have been increasing. gradually in 
size until men and women, apparently of 
the ipoorer classes, often ‘‘ workless”’, 
and drawing Government support, wager 
25 marks at a time. 

The police occasionally come on the 
scene, whereupon the gamblers disap- 
pear, only to reappear instantly when 
the ‘police have gone. The scene is en- 
livened frequently by bettors who, after 
tosing, snatch ‘money from the-table and | 
dash.through the crowd, followed by the 
wails of the cheated gamester. , 


Bad as is ,the gambling in the open 
streets, that {n the ‘' clubs’ is declared 
to be far worse. Membership in :the 
clubs is a mere formality, as member- 
ship:cards are pressed upon all who en- 
ter them.. The clubs are springing up 
like .mushrooms: even in the formerly 
aristocratic sections of Berlin.

On account of a division in the Dem- 
ocratic vote WILLIAM HALE THOMPSON, 
Republican, has been re-elected Mayor 
of Chicago. His plurality over Mr. 
Sweirzer, the regular Democratic 
candidate, is about 17,000. Mr. 
Horne, the Independent Democratic 
candidate, whom, a year or two ago, 
the Sullivan machine was expected to 
nominate; got 110,000 votes.

Swsirzer was more. than 147,000, . but 
in the last days.of that. campaign the 
chief. Chicagoites of Austrian and Ger- 
man descent were kind enough to in- 
stire ‘Mr. ‘THoMpson’s. election, if 
there was; any doubt about it. They 
issued to the voters a circular curious- 
ly ornamented with pictures of wi- 
HELM II, and Franz Joser. They 
begged all voters.of Austrian, Hun- 
garian, and German birth or-origin to 
vote for Swerrzer. Such a vote 
would approve the course and policies 
of the two empires in the war and 
‘save the Fatherland.’’ Naturally 
this made genuine Americans of what- 
ever strain furious. .Mr. SwsITzer 
was beaten in his own precinct, the 
very centre of one of the West Side 
** Democratic strongholds.”* Hithertg

This” means. if |, 
continued that the proposed Leagie of 
Nations will’ bégin by accepting Bol- 
shevist Russia, and Hungary. and pos- 
stbly Bolshevized Germany as members 
of the League. ‘ 
* Concerning Bolshevism: . the * elvitized 
world has now made up its mind. I 
have during the past four months 
listened to. dozens of exiled Russians, 
mostly Socialists, in Switzerland and 
Paris. I have just read enough docu- 
mentary evidence. to convince anybody 
who is not a, religious fanatic in the 
Bolsheyvist cause. Our policy as regards 
Russia has been such as to fill any 
American with shame. As a member of 
the European Mission of the Social’ 
Democratic League, I share the disgust 
and despair -which have made. every 
member of our mission quite hopeless 
of the course of events. 

Let us begin at the beginning. Trotzky 
and Lenine did their work with German 
consent and German money.  Luden- 
dcrff assigned them the task of de- 
stroying Russia. No job during the whole 
war was better done. It is said that 
Trotzky and Lenine are ‘‘ honest” in 
the advocacy of. their theories; so is a 
maniac honest when-he sets your house 
on fire. The Turks were honest enough 
when they slaughtered a full. million 
Armenians in cold blood: The .German 
Army was absolutely honest when ‘it 
plunged upon Belgium to pillage avwhole 
nation, rape the ‘women, and carry the 
working. people into abject slavery. 
When I look upon the deeds of Lenine 
and Trotzky, what in the name of facts 
do I care whether they are hepaes or 
not? 

At the signing of the armistice the 
task before the Allies was simplicity it- 
self. When Bu:garia surrendered it was 
stipulated that every inch of Bulgarian 
territory could be used in, the campaign 
against Austria and Germany. When 
Austria surrendered: the same essential 
clause was inserted in the terms of.the 
armistice: When Germany surrendered 
we had been at war with . Bolshevism 
for many months. What could be more 
logicai, what more critically necessary 
than to stipulate that the territory of 
Germany could be used to liberate the 
peoples of ssia from the Ludendorff- 
Bolsheyist tyranny? The United Russian 
Democracy, (Mensheviki, Social Revo- 
lutionary Party, Constitutional Demor 
crats,) were then as now pleading and 
clamoring for help. These democratic 
groups have been as solidly united by 
the Bolshevist tyranny as they ever were 
against the tyranny of the Czar. * Be- 
lieve us,” said their. representative ‘in 
Paris, ‘“‘if you, our allies, will only 
rescue our 1,600,000 war. prisoners in 
Germany and Austria from extinction 
by. starvation and cold, we will organize 
a campaign of democratic education 
among them. Then give us arms for 
250,000 selected men and we will save 
our country from compiete destruction 
by July 1.” ; 

As all the most active workers in this 
democratic group.are Socialists they 
naturally came to the American Social- 
ist Mission for help. Our mission: met 
their executive group in general’ coun- 
cil. For weeks after, various members 
of both groups met often. We examined 
very carefully into the facts they pre- 
sented and into their arguments and 
plans. Our American Mission delegated 
me to assist-them in securing support 
for their policy. The request we wished 
to make was simple and, we thought, 
reasonable enough. We decided to take 
up only the matter of the Russian pris- 
oners of war.’ Let me here emphasize 
the fact that these sixteen hundred 
thousand Russians were our allies. They 
were captured while fighting bravely in 
our cause during the first three years 
of the war. On Nov. 11 they were in 
rags, barefooted, and subsisting in many 
camps by eating the bodies of those 
among them who ‘had died of starvation 
and disease. Why were the American, 
the French, and the British - prisoners 
of war rescued and the Russians left to 
perish like rats in a trap? Who dare 
say that it. was not a sacred duty on 
the part of ourselves and our allies to 
treat these men: as our very own? How- 
ever, two months had passed before we 
took up this matter in the way described 
above, and planned: to conduct -demo- 
cratic propaganda and organization 
among these prisoners while they were 
being fed and clothed. I went to the 
one with whom I was then working on 
terms of the greatest possible intimacy, 
a man who. was in the service of our 
Peace Mission and who had spent many 
hours with President Wilson and with

repeated and most satisfying conferences 
with them. So we waited and waited 
while the American Peace’ Mission wrig-. 
gled, and dawdled over. Prinkipo.’ Then 
Prinkipo’ wags suddenly abandoned, ap- 
parently ‘without one .word ‘of ‘explana- 
tion even’ to the two. Commissioners them-' 
selves.: A much worse project was put 
into. execution, 

The. Bullitt-Steffens mission to Moscow 
replaced that of Dr.. Herron and Mr, 
White. Lincoln Steffens is an. ardent 
and tireless advocate of the Bolshevist 
cause. A year-ago he -confided to me 
his matured opinion concerning’ this 
whole matter: The troible. with demo- 
cratic countrtes. like. America, Great 
Britain, and France, he said, was. their 
worthless popular education. |Much 
formal learning makes the people fool- 
ish... ‘Ah illiterate Russia,” he con- 
tinued, “had a_ successful revolution. 
Likewise Mexico. Only educated people 
are’ prevented from making true social 
progress.” In Paris, two weeks before 
he was appointed to goto Russia, he de- 
cried the Wilsonian League of Nations.in 
conversation with me and argued that only 
the Bolsheviki could create a successful 
federation of _the peoples. His fellow- 
Commissioner, to Russia, Mr. Bullitt, is 
one of the most intimate personal ad- 
visers of the Secretary of \State and of 
the President: He shares, in large de- 
gree, Mr. Steffens’s opinions. , When I 
heard his conversation’ I found his views 
even more ridiculous and utterly hopeless 
of improvement than’ those of Mr. Stef- 
fens. 

The. American Peacé Mission, of 
course, must depend fbr information 
and advice upon somebody. It contains 
hot 2 single member who has the slén- 


labor movenient in general or. of revo- 
lutionary ‘Europe in particular. ‘So, 
amid the storms of. war, revolt, and wild 
new problems by whith these sorely beset 
gentlemen are environed, they flounder 
helplessly about, -grasping for such 
straws and floating débris as they 
think will guide their course.” This mat- 
ter of the European revolutionary move: 
ments is, of course, a subject which re- 
quires fof'its understanding many years 
of patient investigation and study. For 
an old* American statesman, diplomat, 
or army officer to grasp all of this’ by 
himself in three months is about as 
possible as for him to become'a conault- 
ing mine engineer in three days. But 
help ,was secured. They laid hold of 
youthful American College Socialists of 
distinguished social standing, philosoph- 
ical anarchists, and members of that 
old, hardened, and. impenitent pacifist 
group who never favored the war even 
in the day of victory. There has heen 
a veritable swarm of all these in the 
Hotel Crillon, and they are sponsors for 
our Russian débacle. 

Let me emphasize by repeating—not 
one more British, French, or American 
soldier is needed to ¢cléan up Russia. 
Probably a million Russian soldiers in 
Germany have’ escaped starvation. 
These include 15,000 officers who will be 
happy to leave them. A. .quarter of: 
these troops, carefully selected, would 
be enough. Exiled Russian democrats 
by the hundred are aching to co-operate. 
There are in France captured German 
arms and ammunition piled up by the 
square mile. On tHe conclusion of.-the 
armistice some hundreds of Russian of- 
ficers tried. to. go home, to their fam- 
ilies. On the frontier they were foully 
murdered by the. Bolsheviki. Very well. 
Let those who still remain in Germany 
and Austrig go. home in arms and pos- 
sess thémse¢lves of their country. 

As our Russian friends, the exiled de- 
mocracy, wait and wait, it seems to 
them that the very. sun hides its face 
and they give up hope. Is there no stout 
cudgel with which a way to the truth 

and a. sound Russian policy may be 
broken at Paris?

On the Death of a Russian Musician 
Tovthe Editor of The New York Times: 

The death of W,. W. Andreeff, the origina- 
tor and leader of the world-famous Russian 
Balalaika Orchestra, brings back to me. a 
historic moment of the Russian revolution.

| Purchase Foreign Securities 
- One of Suggestions. 


INVESTMENT TRUST URGED} 


Must Give Long Credit Even to Ene- 
mies to Help in Rehabilitation, 
Says P. C. Williams. 


Need of educating the small investor 
to purehase foreign securities as. a 
means. of, caring for post-war” inter- 
national financial conditions was em- 
phasized last night at a meeting of the 
Council on Foreign Relations, in the 
Metropolitan Club, to discuss ‘* Invest- 
ment of American Capital Abroad.”’ 

Bstablishment of an Investment Trust 
to protect the investor and a suggestion 
that America:-contribute to the re- 
habilitation of Europe by donating anr 
nually the interest on the foreign war 
debt were ideas offered by Paul M. 
Warburg, ex-Vice Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System, and John J. Arnold, Vice 
President of the First National Bank, 
Chicago, respectively. 

After outlining the necessity of having 
the wage-earner maintain his war habit 
of thrifty in order to invest in foreign 
securities, Mr. Warburg said in part: 

** The small investor needs protection— 
that is why in the past he resorted to 
the instrumenutalities of the savings bank 
or the life insurance companies who took 
it upon:themselves to scrutinize and pick 
out and choose on his behalf the invest- 
ments to which his savings should be 
applied, and to give him an interest in a 
largely diversified investment where the 
risk had. been spread. This considera- 
tion has led me to believe that it would 
be very opportune for us to consider 
whether at this juncture the creation of 
a. large investment trust would not ren- 
der a very timely service. 

‘* Of course it could not be considered 
a ‘cure-all’; the present problem is too 
large for that. The War Finance Cor- 
poration, which in its structure is an in- 
vestment trust with a limited span of 
life and restricted powers, .is expected 
to bring substantial relief, and many 
other remedial measures will have to 
be devised. As one of these, however, 
a large investment trust, organized on 
a countrywide basis, might offer the two- 
fold advantage ,of, on the one hand, 
bridging the interval necessary for the 
better understanding and further de- 
velopment of foreign propositions, and 
for the operation of a‘ better market, 
while on the other hand it would en- 
able the small investor to buy the obli- 
gations of such investment trust, rep- 
resenting diversified holdings closely 
examined by the most competent people 
and guaranteed by a very substantial 
paid-in capital stock. 

‘This, however, is predicated - upon 
the thought that such investment trust 
would be started upon a sufficiently 
broad basis to permit of wide diversi- 
fication and thorough investigation. It 
is obvious that no small concern could 
be liberal enough in incurring the 
heavy cost of thorough studies and ex- 
aminations, and of employing the best 
experts. No investment trust would be 
safe or successful that would be forced 
to stint this item of expense.”’ 

Mr. Warburg add that the estab- 
lishment of such a trust-should wait 
upon the-flotation of the Victory Loan, 
the solution of the transportation prob- 
lem and the re-establishment of the 
$18,000,000,000 of railroad ‘securities on 


‘| their proper level. 


Mr. Arnold said in part: 

**One method of aiding ’’—he was re- 
ferring to normalizing world finance— 
‘**and one which I believe we ought to 
consider very seriously, is to have our 
Government make an annual contribu- 
tion for some years at least, toward the 
rehabilitation of Euro to the .amount 
of the interest which the European Gov- 
ernments will owe us from time to time. 
This would demonstrate to the world our 
desire to be of rvice to the outside 
world without imperialistic designs.”’ 

Mr. Arnold also advocated the estab- 
lishment of an international bankers’ as- 
sociation, declaring that the American 
Bankers’ Association ought to take the 
lead in organizing such a body, and 
urged the necessity of an educational 
campaign to popularize foreign securi- 
ties. 

“All the nations of Europe,’’ said 
Pierce C. Williams, Commerctal Attaché 
at Paris, “ Allies,» neutrals, new-born 
States, even our enemies, must be given 
long credit if they are to buy our goods. 
Disagreeable as the prospect may be, I 
see no way out of lending money to 
those who have tried to put us out of 
existence as.a nation. If Germany is to 
furnish electrical apparatus, coal-hoisi- 
ing equipment, and railway locomotives 
to France and Belgium in return for 
that which she deliberately and wan- 
tenly destroyed, she must be given raw 
materials and other goods to enable her 
to resume manusacturing.—

SEES GOOD COPPER TRADE. 


Guggenheim Tells Smelters Stock- 
holders Prospects Are Bright. 


At the annual stockholders’ meeting of 
the American Smelting and Refining 
Company yesterday in Jersey City Simon 
Guggenheim, President of the company, 
said in response to questions by a stock- 
holder that under normal canditions 6 
per cent. could be earned on the com- 
mon stock. He also said that the pros- 
pects for the company were bright and 
that conditions in Mexico were steadily 
improving. _He said. that assurances 
have been received that Mexican bandits

ADVANCE IN COTTON PRICES. 


Gains Ranging from 19 to 40 Points 
Scored in Day’s Trading. 

The same factors which influenced 
Tuesday’s cotton market conspired to 
further advance yesterday's, and at the 
end of business gains ranging. from 19 
to 36 points had been scored by the old 
style contracts and advances of 30 to 
40 points were the rule in the new style 
contracts. The business was not on a 
heavy scale at any time, and buying 
orders appeared to be much more plenti- 
ful than selling orders. This was es- 
pecially so at times when buyers were 
forced to stop trading pending the ar- 
rival of new selling orders.for fear of 
driving the market up too abruptly. 
The undertone was very strong and the 
market appeared in good hands. 

Accumulation by spot interests again 
was in progress. Wall Street houses 
were conspicuous only because of their 
extreme inactivity. The South appeared 
to be selling, although it is hard to be- | 
lieve that this could be so as most bull- 


‘ish news came from Southern sources. 


For instance, there were reports of a 
.new agitation for reduced acreage and 
conservative estimates of probable plant- 
ings had it that fully a third less acre- 
age would be put in this year than last. 
However, houses with Southern con- 
nections supplied cotton on the bulges. 

Liverpool sent over some bullish news 


and a firm market report. The cables 
told of avery bad trade. situation at 
Liverpool and Manchester, and at the 
latter place, it was said, there is 
agreement to close down the mills from 
April 10 to April 28, in order to ob- 
viate a further accumulation of supplies. 

Cold weather over virtually all of the 
belt, added to the reports of reduced 
acreage, helped the market both here and 
at New Orleans. At the high point of the 
day prices were up 40 to 55 points and 
at the close they maintained an advan- 
tage“over Tuesday of 19 to 40 points for 
the active months.

H. S. Rubens of U. S. industrial Al- 
cohol’ Co. Tells. How Chemists 
Overcame Obstacles. | 


Coincident with the distribution of the 
annual report of the United States In- 





dustrial Alcohol Company yesterday, 
showing earnings on ‘the common stock 
equal to $35.95 a share, as compared 
with $54.67 in 1917, H. S. Rubens, Chair- 
man’ of the board, told of the possibili- 
ties of “‘ alcogas,’’ the new gasoline 
substitute developed by the company’s 
chemists during the. war, which was an- 
nounced briefly by the Government in 
Washington last Tuesday. 

Mr. Rubens said that the new motor 
fuel which -has been approved by the 
Navy Department and the Bureau of 
Standards, will produce from 10 to 12 
per cent. more efficiency than gasoline, 
and will run with unimpaired strength 
in cold atmospheres.

' thorized. anything giving foreigners 
rights to large extensions of lands in 
that section, 

** Moreover, since our constitution pro- 
hibits the sale of national lands, this 
Department, in accord with President 
Carranza, is giving special dttention to 
all matters referring to Lower Cali- 

_ fornia. Concessions of territory in that 
part of the Republic, which have been 
authorized, have been for a. reduced 
number of hectares, and to' residents of 
various small villages of that territory, 
/following the policy of creating small 
land holdings with the object of favor- 
ing the natives.’” 

Baron Fugitaro Otori, Japanese Min- 
ister to Mexico, tonight issued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the discus- 
sion over alleged attempts by Japanese 
interests to purchase mage in Lower 
California :

CALLS BILL A MENACE. 


Bar Association Committee Says 
License Measure Encourages Graft. 


The Committee on the Amendment of 
the Law of the Bar Association yester- 
day sent to members of the Legislature 
criticism of the bill to amend the gen- 
eral business law relating to lHcensing 
and regulating hotels, boarding, lodging, 
and furnished room houses in cities 
having more than 1,000,000 inhabitants. 
The committee says that the bill, which 
is supposed to have the support of the 
Police Department, might better be en- 
titled ‘‘ An act to confer on the New 
York City police the pre-war powers 
possessed by the police of Russia; to 
take from the citizens of New York such 
personal liberty as now remains, and to 
ben tr wholesale graft and black- 
ma 

The bill provides that the places named 
must obtain a license to be issued by 
the Licenge Commissioner only with the 
written approval of the Police Commis- 
sioner. The person applying for the 
license must furnish “* hapten! ie” A 
proof. of character and give a bond e 
committee asserts that the bill is in vio- 
lation of the Federal Constitution pro- 
vision that ‘‘ the right of the people to 
be secure in their rsons’ and houses 
* * * shall not be violated.” . 

The committee also disapproved the 
Foley bills ent the statute the 
definition that a labor organization is 
not a conspiracy or an illegal combina- 
tion and also to prohibit injunctions 
. The, committee 
approves the bills by Senator Walker 
and Assemblyman Barra pérniitting per- 
sons advertising legal notices: to select 
their own : papers.

WAYNE, N. J., April. 2.-Two men 
jwere killed in a double explosion at 
the du Pont powder »works ‘here this 
morning. Two of t twenty buildings 
comprising. the plant were demolished 
and a large quantity of high explosives 
in a powder storehouse wasethreatened? 
The damage has not been estimated. 

The men killed were George Duncan, 
31 years old, of Lincoln Park, and John 
D. Green, 35 years old, of Wayne. 

Duncan and Green were the-only em- 
ployes at work in the press house, 
where the first explosion occurred. In 
that building, which was about twenty-7 
five feet square and constructed of sheet 
iron, 1,000 to 1,500 pounds of powder 
was stored. There the black: powder 
was pressed into ¢artridge and shell 
cases under a hydraulic press, which 
had a pressure of.nine tons. 

Almost concurrently with. the ‘explo- 
sion in the press room came another 
explosion ‘in the grinding room; a féw 
hundred feet away. No one was at work 
there. It is supposed that explosives 
in that building were ignited by sparks 
from the press. house. 

Both buildings’ were demolished. The 
roof was torn from a powder house,. in 
which was stored a large quantity of 
high explosives, but none of that ma- 
terial was ignited. The corfcussion shat-, 
tered windows in most of the plant 


buildings, and in houses and stores in 
the villages of Wayne, Lincoln Park, 
Mount View, and ‘Pequannock, all with- 
in_a radius of one mile: 

Few employes were at: work at the 
plant today. The force has’ been con- 
siderably reduced since the war ended 
and many of the employes had the day 
off. B. F.-Holcomb; superintendent, 
was not at the plant when ‘the explosion 
occurred. Officials of the company 
would make no statement. 


MME. BRESHKOVSKY SPEAKS 


Russia Most Needs Books and Teach- 
ers from America, She Says. 


Catherine Breshkovsky, famil- 
larly known as the ‘ Grandmother of 
the Russian Revolution,’’ spoke yester- 
day at the meeting of the League for 
Political Education held in Aeolian Hall. 
She spoke of the quarrels in progress All 
over Russia, and referred to the Ukrain- 
ian révolt and the troubles in Sibérla 
and Poland as intimately bound up in 
any solution of the RuSsian problem. 
She said that Russia depends in great 
measure upon the Ukraine for grains, 
cattle, hogs, and other food products, 
while it needed the industries of the 
rest of Russia. 

Mme. Breshkovsky said that separate- 
ly the divisions of: Russia would not sue- 
ceed, and she was certain the Ukrainians 
were victims of the same kind of propa- 
ganda that had resulted in the collapse 
of the Czar. She predicted that as long 
ago as ‘‘these malign influences ’’ re- 
tain their grip on the easily influenced, 
uneducated people, there would be strife 
internally and trouble exterrally for 
Russia. 

The greatest need in Russia today, she 
said, is education: During the ‘long pe- 
riod when the people were oppressed by 
tyranny, not only was the education of 
the common people neglected, but in 
many instances it was prohibited 

America can help Russia most by 
sending books and teachers to Russia to 
enable the poorer classes, especially the 
young, to lift themselves out’of illiterac 
into the light of general education, suc 
us is enjoyed df all the other large na- 


tions,’’ she sai 
After the lecture Mme. - Breshkovsky 


held an ae hy ty reception on the 
stage. For alf an. hour she answered 
questions, and’ said that despite her 
more an 7 years she.would continue 
her w&k in this country for some time.
